THE FINANCIAL DEADLOCK IN 
PEKING, 
y, A Difdcalt Situation. 
“ ood 

Mr, Philip Patehin, who represents the 
‘China Prong" in ‘Peking, continues to 
keep hig journal well informed on the 
financial situation in the Chinese capital. 
Tin a recent letter he gives a long account 
of the recent ev whieh led up 'to the 
Pdeadlock in the -Power Loan nepotia- 
tions, Below we, quote the major portion 
of the letter: 

After running through. a long series of 
crises, real and imagined, the Toan nego- 
tiations between the Government and the 
su-called Sextuple Group have aut last 
reavhod a sure-enough deadlock which 
furnishes a test of strength and will exist 
jest xo Tong ax the Government in uble 
tn vy oon with the linited internal 

es at hand fd the small leans at 
high rates of interest which it can obtain 
from what! may be enalled independent 
“Mancial interorta, 

That vitimately the Government will be 
compelled to retum to tho Sextuple 
Group, than which. no stronger financial 
oryonisation prohubly ever oxisted, backed 
ax it in by the forcign offices of six great, 
natidna, few people here seem to doubt. 
And that the Government will finally, be 
compelled to accept the terms of super- 
4 vision and control of finances whith the 
Group has “outlined, or something very 
similar to them, seems do be practically 


y| certain. 


The Goversinsayt beyond oll doubt faced 
a erixix'of great iinportance and one which 
rust be dealt with by a very firm hand. 
It involves the stupendous’ question of 
the oxtent uf the authority of the Central 
|, Government over the provinces, whieh, is, 
all will admit, one of the greatest, if not 
the very grentent which the new Govern. 
ment fiers. Tn a nutshell the situation 
ix. that the Government ix urgently in 
Vnved of finds and muxt borrow from 
abroad; it fuees an internal opposition: to 
uny foreign supervision,, raised, for, the 
anost part hy political agitators; . it. ean 
-abtuin no foreign Joun of the size neces- 
sary without supervision for the Govern 
incits of the greus monuy Powers of the 
world have so decreed. So: it- would 
clearly seem, the Government will sooner 
or later be bound to accept the supervie 
niou the Bowers deem necessary to secure 
the investments’ of their various. nationals 
in Chinese securities und then .the 
Government will have to, adopt e strong: 
forward policy and simply compel the pro- 
vinees, or. rather the agitators to aceept 
its programme, This is likely to involve 
bloalshed_und_ possibly a counter-revolu-

aftvr all, tke bankers. and Hsiung will 
have other imcetings in the near future. 
The bankers, too, ‘confirmed their views 
in writing and informed the Government 
that nothing could be done, ro more ad- 
yanees could be made without the ‘con- 
trol and supervision demanded. They 
sugdested a slight modification’ in. the 
matter of the’ financial agency which had 
been proposed, but that way all. Thus 
came tho deadlock, «| °
